E it Enacted, and Declared by the Governour, Council, and Kiepre- 
ſentatives, in General Courr Aſſembled, and by the Authozitp of 

the ſame, That the ſeveral Sums of Money Mentioned, Fixed, or Stated 
for Fines, Fees, Penalties, Dutics, Forteitures, Fares, and the like, in the 
New Reviſed Acts, and Laws Paſſed at the Seſſions of this Aſſembly in 
May, One Thouſand Seven Hundred, and Forty Nine, and now Lately 
Printed, and in ſuch other Acts as have been ſince Made, and Paſſed, or 
have been Made, and Paſſed at this Aſſembly in the Preſent Seffions ; or 
ſhall be hereafter Made, and Paſſed, are to be, and ſhall be Underſtood, 


and Taken to be Fixed, Stated, and Aſcertained in Proclamation Money, 


according to the Act of Parliament Made, and Paſſed in the Sixth Year 
of the Reign of Her Late Majeſty Queen ANNE, Entituled, An Ad for 
Aſcertaining the Rates of Forein Coins in Her Majeſty's Plantations in 
America, ( Unleſs ſome other Coin, or Currency be, or ſhall be 
therein Expreſſed, and Fixed. ) 

And that the ſaid Fines, Fees, Penalties, Duties, Forfeitures, 
Fares, &c. may be Anſwered, and Diſcharged either by paying 
an Equivalent in any other Coin Current in this Colony at the 
Time of Payment, Rated according to the Directions in ſaid Act; 
or by an Equivalent in the Bills of Public Credit on this Colony; Unleſs 
where any particular Law doth, or ſhall expreſly Order otherwiſe.
